Sunday night be got 
up from tied and went to a cupboard to 
get a drink of whiskey from a bottle 
be kept there. One of l i t housekeepers 
had moved the flask in cleaning and he 
picked up a bottle of carbolic acid and 
drank 
two ounces of it 
Despite 
medical attention which brought him 
from 
unconsciousness, 
he was too 
badly injured to recover 
This ends the life of one of tbe most 
mysterious 
characters 
ever known 
about here. 
His real name is known 
to hut a few people 
iu this locality 
and they will not tell it. 
He came 
originally, be had said, from Boston 
and served in the United States Navy 
during the Ketiellion, under Admiral 
Farragut, under Fighting Boh Evans 
and Dewey. He later got into the 
mercantile 
marine and toured 
tbe 
world several times, having a very 
eventful life. 
He came to this section about 26 to 
28 years ago pi tactically penniless but 
soon be seemed to get money and it 
turned cut that he was getting a pen­ 
sion cf #24 a month. He soon tiought 
tbe fine farm east of Fayetteville.about 


150 acres and built, 20 years ago, the 
handsome residence now on it. 
Atiout lh years ago a middle aged 
woman and a younger one arrived and 
hired a man to baul them 
and their 
baggage to Captain Buckman’s. 
The 
Captain met them on 
his porch and 
they had a talk, loud and hitter. He 
refused them admittance and they re­ 
turned to tbe depot. 
They said they 
Wire tbe wife and daughter of Buck­ 
man and bad come from Kentucky to 
make their home with bim hut he had 
sent them off 
It is thought that they 
are still living. 
If so the estate will 
likely ba claimed by them. 
Although Captain 
Buckman 
was 
about HO years of age he was vigorous 
and went to C'bamhen-burg almost 
daily, frequently walking heck and 
forth between his home and that place 
and would readily have (Missed for a 
man of not much over sixty. 
He 
would not say much aliout himself and 
although it was known that he bud a 
very animated and interesting career 
he would not talk of it.

Governor Tenor in urging warfare 
against tbe chestnut blight which baa 
■tarted westward through Pennsyl­ 
vania and bas already reached York 
County, 
Adams being next in 
lino. 
In a message to tbe State 
Legislature 
on Monday Governor Toner said in 
part: 
"Experiments made hy the depart­ 
ment of agriculture at Washington 
demonstrate that it is itoaaible to pre 
vent the spread of the disease by 
re­ 
moving spot apiiearancen aa they are 
detected, and destroying the trees in 
which the disease occurs. 
By this 
means tbe region around tbe city of 
Washington bas tieeu freed from the 
blight for at least two years, sad it 
has not reinvaded this area. 
In tho 
southeastern portion of Pennsylvania, 
where tbe infection is severe and a l­ 
most complete, little hope exists for 
saving the trees, hut in that portion of 
the state west of the Susquehanna and 
north of the blue mountains, 
it 
is 
hoped, by prompt action on tbe part of 
be staet to prevent further damage, lf 
the disease can 
tie beld within tbe 
southeastern portion of tbe state, it 
will mean tbe saving of tbe wild cheet

th# Houaa. 


W ashington, April 12.—W hen Rep­ 
resentative Mann, aa leader of the 
house 
minority, announced 
in 
the 
house the committee assignm ents on 
which he had determ ined, it was cleat 
that the key to his selections was a 
purpose to minimize the factional dif­ 
ferences between the Republican reg 
ulars and the insurgents. 
Probably a further explanation can 
be found in the fact that Mann is am 
bitious to be speaker, and is looking 
ahead to the day when he hopes the 
Republicans will recapture the house 
and be will have behind him the unit­ 
ed support of both elem ents. 
In addition, the appointm ents make 
it plain that there is a distinct pur 
pose on the part of the Republican 
leaders in congress to adjust differ 
ences among Republicans and pave 
the way for the campaign of 1912. 
Two of the most prom inent of the 
insurgents are given places on the 
rides committee, although the Repub 
deans have only four places in all. 
They are 
RepresentaUves Madison, 
of Kansas, and Lenroot, of Wisconsin. 
I .en root is a La Follette Republican ut 
pronounced type and a man of ability. 
R epresentative Norris, of Nebraska, 
the man who engineered the revolt in 
the bouse that resulted in throwing 
“Uncle Joe” Cannon off the rules com­ 
mittee, is placed on judiciary. Repre 
sen tat Ive 
Murdock, of Kansas, bas 
been restored to the rank on the post­ 
office committee, of which he was de 
prived by Speaker Cannon. 


Other Appointments. 


Not less significant is the selection 
of Representative Good, of Iowa, for 
a place on the appropriations com­ 
mittee. Mr. Good is a Cummins man 
and a progressive Republican. He suc­ 
ceeds W alter I. Smith,, who was a 
leading regular and who bas gone to 
the circuit bench. It Is an interesting 
fact 
that 
Senator Cummins asked 
Maim to appoint Good to this place, 
although it is known that Mann was 
seriously considering it before Cum 
mins made the request. 
Representative 
Hubbard, of Iowa, 
who is one of the most unrelenting of 
the house insurgents, is retained on 
insular affairs, and is at the head of 
the minority on the com m ittee ou ex 
penditures in the departm ent of jus 
lice. This is significant in view of the 
fact that Hubbard and Attorney Gen 
era! W ickersham are personal friends, 
and the attorney general is anxious to 
get increased appropriations for trust 
busting by his departm ent. 
In general the insurgents through 
out have been shown the utmost con 
sideration. 
“ Uncle Joe” Cannon has been placed 
at the head of the minority on the 
com m ittee 
on 
appropriations, which 
will probably make him the Republi­ 
can leader In debates on appropriation 
m atters. 
In the Republican membership on 
ways and means those old high tariff 
war horses, Dalzell and Payne, are re­ 
tained. 
Minority Leader Mann took no com­ 
m ittee aaaignnienta himself. His place 
as ranking member of the interstate 
and foreign commerce committee goes 
lo Frederick C. Stevens, of Minnesota, 
The Republican list includes the as 
sigiinieut of V’lctor L. Berger, the Wis­ 
consin Soc ialist, to the committee on 
District of Columbia affairs, and the 
assignm ent of Therein Akin, the New 
York independent Democrat, to the 
com m ittee on education and on enroll­ 
ed bills.

San Antonio, Tex., April 12.—A let­ 
ter received here from GuanaJirate, 
the capital city of the Mexican state 
of that name, tells of the unique prep­ 
arations that have been made there 
by an American mining engineer to 
stand off any and all insurrectos that 
may show their heads and to keep his 
mines working nuder the most trying 
conditions. 
This American is known as Joe Bill 
McDonald, and the thing he has done 
to insure the operation of his proper­ 
ties is to build a fort over them and 
to stock it with 1000 rifles and loo,OOO 
rounds of ammunition. 
This action Joe Bill McDonald has 
taken despite the fact that he is on 
Mexican soil and within a few miles 
of the palace of the governor of Guan­ 
ajuato. In fac t, the governor, who has 
only a handful of troops to guard his 
frontiers, is right glad that Joe Bill 
has taken suc h a positive initiative. 
McDonald is in c harge of a group of 
twenty one properties, over which the 
Guggenheim sm elting Interests have 
control. 
Chief of the mines are the 
Esperanza, the Consolidated and Kl 
Oro, ail famous throughout Central 
Mexico for their wealth and the mag 
Bitude of the works attached bi them 
There are fully 800 Americans under 
McDonald and he employs 500 Melt- 
can peons. 
Guanajuato is one 'of the 
states of Mexico wherein the anti- 
American spirit has exhibited itsell 
pretty strongly, and 
McDonald ban 
taken every precaution In the past to 
see that the Americans 
under 
him 
should not in any way provoke troll 
hie with the Mexicans He has also 
been a strong supporter of the Diaz 
government, aud because of that att! 
tude he is solid with the governor of 
Guanajuato. 
The nearest hand of insurrectos Is 
forte miles away. 
The information, 
which also came with the news of the 
mining engineer’s defenses, was that 
throughout alt that state and in the 
neighboring states of Jalisco the ha 
c ietidos of wealthy ranch owners had 
contributed 50,000 pesos to the Insur­ 
rection fund since January. Some of 
this money was levied outright: the 
rest of it will lie given voluntarily by 
men .secretly opposed to the Diaz gov­ 
ernment. 
Throughout all the country there­ 
abouts starvation is tiecotuing terribly 
common 
Because of the failure of 
three successive crops, due to drought, 
the peons se re very poor iiefore the 
Insurrection 
started, hut the condi­ 
tions throughout Mexico and the shut­ 
ting down of many of the mines and 
the sm elters have reduced the mass 
of the people to the lowest state. Lack 
of fond is one prime inspiration for 
Hie constant recruiting of the insur 
lecto forces, for the armed hands can 
c minuend food from the wealthy, and 
all the insurrectos have at least auth 
d e n t food to travel on.

eat wheu he is tired or drink when he 
is too hot. 
For this reason a mule 
team is always better for a hired hatid 
to use, because lf the hand does not 
know* what is best for them they will 
take care of themselves.

Black knot of plums and cherries kl 
one of the most common and destruc­ 
tive of the plant diseases affecting our 
orchard trees. 
It is m arked by large 
black swellings or knots appearing on 
the limbs of certain varieties of cher­ 
ries and plums. 
In some sections this 
disease is exceedingly common and de­ 
structive. 
It la 
caused by a fun­ 
gus living as a 
parasite 
in 
the 
bark and 
wood 
of the plum or 
c h e r r y . 
This 
f u n g u s repro­ 
duces Itself and

Hints For the Farmer. 


In the north it is hardly safe to plant 
cucumbers until the middle or last of 
May. 
The crop may lie planted even 
ss late a s the latter part of June. 
Nitrogen bi by far the most im portant 
element in producing a crop of cab­ 
bage. 
It should be quickly available. 
Top dressing with nitrate of soda la 
becoming more and 
more common. 
Try It on the early crop. 
Spring Is the ideal tim e for gertna- 
nating all seeds. 
The ground is in 
mellow and fine tilth after the w inter 
I full c 
•la ny to 
bate plants like the alfalfa. 
A spring tooth harrow should seldom 
if ever be used after plowing sod land 
unless stones are troublesome. The re­ 
sults are much better when a good 
disk or spading barrow Is used alter­ 
nately with a drag or a float. 
By spraying alone many of the old 
apple orchards wbicb have never borne 
a crop can lie made very profitable. 
These should be sprayed when the 
blossoms show a little pink and again 
as soon as the fruit has set. with a 
third spraying nlimit tw’o weeks later. 
There 
is no reason why anybody 
should have trouble In growing straw - 
berrles. 
With any ordinary, good gar­ 
den soil placed w here lioth the air and 
water drainage are good the straw ber­ 
ry will thrive, provided it gets only 
ordinary cultural care a t the imiiortant 
times of Its life.
